REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment of January 1 8, 201 1 , has been entered. 

2. The objection to the disclosure is moot in view of applicants' amendment. 

3. The drawings were received on January 18, 201 1 . These drawings are 
acceptable. 

4. The rejection of claims 1 and 4-1 0 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph is 
withdrawn in view of applicants' arguments. 

5. The rejection of claim 12 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
European Patent Publication EP 0961295 A (Cogan) in view of DeNicola, Jr. 5,047,446 
is moot in view of applicants' amendment. 

6. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a coaxial or triaxial cable 
comprising a dielectric layer essentially as claimed or a method for producing a 
dielectric layer as claimed, wherein said dielectric layer comprises (A) a propylene 
homo- or copolymer having strain hardening behavior with a haul-off force F max > 5cN 
and a draw down velocity v max > 1 50 mm/s and (B) a propylene homo- or copolymer 
having a catalyst residue of less than 50 ppm, an ash content of below 100 ppm and a 
chloride content of less than 5 ppm.
